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PREFACE 


This book is intended to meet the needs of teachers and 
students interested in the mastery of correct spelling. The 
desire to learn to spell is the first requisite; granted the exist- 
ence of this, the next necessity is the proper tool with which to 
do the work. This book purposes to be such an instrument, 
distinguished by several salient features. 

The words have been selected; first, with the object of 
giving those necessary for business use which are troublesome 
or difficult to spell; secondly, words which are technical or 
peculiar to a select classified list of subjects in common use; 
and thirdly, those words in modern use which should be in the 
vocabulary of every well-informed person. 

We can have a large vocabulary but still not know the mean- 
ing of the words. We can not have a wide range of thinking 
without having a wide range of vocabulary. An extensive 
development of the vocabulary has to do with accuracy and 
precision of thinking and expression. 

The lessons showing how certain common words have been 
derived, how others have undergone a change in meaning, and 
the literal meaning of many words in contrast with the present 
meaning, will create interest and inspire further investigation. 
__ The words are first given in the form in which they ordinarily 

appear in print. Since there is no question as to the fact that 
we spell very largely by visualizing, there can be no doubt 
about the value of presenting the words in this form. The 
word as a whole is followed by the same word divided into 
syllables and marked diacritically, thus enabling the learner 
to acquire correct pronunciation; and correct pronunciation 
is a valuable aid in learning to spell, as well as an evidence 
of culture. 
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The pronunciation, syllabication and spelling are those 
authorized by Webster’s New International Dictionary, while 
other standard dictionaries and many works of reference have 
been consulted in connection with the definitions. The defini- 
tions are brief, but they will be found sufficiently comprehen- 
sive to make clear the meaning of the word. Synonyms have 
been used as definitions whenever possible. 

The most useful rules of spelling are given together with 
illustrations, and some of the common exceptions. While it is 
impossible to spell by rule alone, nevertheless there are rules 
which apply to a large class of words with comparatively few 
exceptions; and the learning of these will materially assist the 
student in acquiring the ability to spell correctly. 

It is believed the use of a dictionary should be encouraged; 
hence, in connection with each lesson a list of words is given 
for preparation work. The results to be obtained will justify 
the small amount of time necessary in making such work a 
regular and required exercise. 

At the bottom of each lesson will be found much useful 
as well as interesting information of a historical character of 
many of the common words in every-day use. Teachers who 
have the time, opportunity, and inclination can extend this 
list very materially. 
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THE DICTIONARY 


An unabridged dictionary contains the words of a language, 
arranged alphabetically, with the spelling, pronunciation, ety- 
mology and meaning of the words, with other explanatory or 
illustrative features. It is an invaluable reference book. It is 
not merely a spelling book, although it is reliable authority on 
spelling, but it is a veritable mine of useful information on 
many subjects. The words we use every day without thought 
as to their origin may contain a history of the progress of the 


» human race which the discerning mind may discover, if desired. 


- The habitual use of a dictionary, of any kind, will result in 
an enlarged and enriched vocabulary, better diction, correct 
pronunciation and much useful knowledge. It should be con- 
sulted when there is any doubt about a word. No opportunity 
should ever be neglected to secure facility in its use on questions 
pertaining to English usage in general. 

A careful study of the uses to be derived from a dictionary, 
among many other things, reveal the following useful infor- 
mation:

RULES FOR SPELLING 


The only way to learn to spell is by.spelling; and spelling 
is, after all, only memorizing; hence, it is impossible to spell 
by rule alone. There are so many exceptions to rules for spell- 
ing that they are of little practical value. Nevertheless, there 
are a few general rules, with their exceptions, well worth re- 
membering, and a knowledge of them will often be of material 
assistance. Following are some of the most useful rules that 
may be helpful in learning to spell: 


RULE 1.—-Final e is usually dropped on the addition of a 
syllable beginning with a vowel.

as a double consonant; (g) The combination qu is considered as a consonant; 
(h) The letters w and y at the end of words are treated as vowels.
